(2) all British Indian subjects resident in Burma who possess titles which have been 
expressly recognized, though not conferred by Government. 


The Government of India have ruled that Indian titles not registered in the Civil Lists 
shall not receive official countenance. The holder of an Indian title who comes to reside 
permanently in Burma should report to the Secretariat in order that his title may be 
registered in the Civil List. Similarly the holder of an Indian title who leaves Burma 
permanently should report his departure from the Province.

Warrant of Precedence is relatively higher than the rank assigned in the above table to the 
appointment held by him in Burma, take rank in whatever article in the above table most 
nearly corresponds to the article in Which he ts ranked in India. 


7. All other persons who may not be mentioned in this table will take rank 
according to general usage, which is to be explained and determined by the Governor in his 
discretion in case any question shall arise. When the position of any such person is 0 
determined and notified, it shall be entered in the table in italics, provided he holds an 
appointment in Burma.
